The Westchester BID had a contract with the City for maintenance of the public 
rights of way with only the non-profit filing submitted. Same with the Melrose 
BID. Same is true, probably, for most all 50 of the BIDs in the City. Westchester 
and Melrose BIDs were insured as non-profit organizations without any showing 
of tax status. Tax status is irrelevant to non-profit status. Organically speaking, 
"it's apples and oranges."
